Cranberry Association 
'Will Send 


Cuttings From Station. 


A meeting of the executive com- 


mittee of the Wisconsin State Cran- 
berry Association was held 
at the 


office of Judge Guy nor ou Sunday, 


larch 22d, for the purpose of deciil- 
ng on the method of distributing the 
cranberry 
vines that 
have 
been 


aised at the experimental station 
during the past few years. 


The vines at the station have all 


been cultivated with a view to de- 
veloping some peculiar or remarkable 
characteristic of value to those en- 


aged in the raising 
of the fruit. 


These peculiarities 
have all 
been 


closely watched and noted, so that all 
of the vines sent out will carry with 
them a full history of their good 
points for the information of those 
receiving the vines. 


At the meeting of the committee 


it was decided to charge at the rate 
of 2jc per pound for these vines, which 
is for the purpose of paying the cost 
of gathering and packing the vines 
for 
shipment. 
The small 
pack- 


ages of four pounds or less will be 
sent by mail. It is figured that four 
pounds of vines will plant a section 
containing five square rods, 
from 


which space it would .soon be possible 
to obtain quite an amount of 
the 


vines. The matter will be advertised 
among Wisconsin growers, who are 
desired to get in their requests for 
vines as soon as possible and after 
all have been heard from, should the 
requests for vines exceed the amount 
possessed by the experimental station 
the vines will be divided in propor- 
tion to the amount each person orders. 
Those ordering vines will be required 
to send the money with their order 
so as to avoid any trouble that the 
association might encounter in col- 
lecting for the vines.

Russell has been a pi onounced .success 
paying large dividends for ncar'y a 
quarter of a century, while Makepeace 
has become almost a synonym for 
cranberry. 


Carver—a large sparsely populated 


town in southern Plymouth county, 
has proved suberbly adapted to the 
cranberry industry. 
Her sand hills, 


interspersed with 
swamps, 
easily 


drained, are just what the fruit re- 
quires. To be adapted the swamps 
must be easily drained; the bottom 
must be of a peculiar kind of mud; 
the .sand must be a particular grade. 
If you have not the-^e conditions do 
not make cranberry bogs. If your sand 
is too far away from your swamp you 
are handicapped by an expensive bug". 
Carver has all of these conditions; 
hence the cranberry town. 


The varieties grown are numerous, 


but experience lias taught that they 
cannot be successfully grown when 
planted promiscuously. One set of 
vines will thrive where another will 
not, hence the grower selects the va- 
riety for which his bottom is adapted. 


Berries and Swamps. 


The early black is a general favorite, 


thriving in its natural bed. It is an 
early high colored and good flavored 
berry. The Howe fora late variety is 
an established 
success. 
The Mc- 


Farlinor Mammoth grows to an ex- 
tremly large size, often as large as 
crab apples. When at its best it is a 
favorite on the. market." But it will 
not thrive except in its natural soil. 
These are the three leading varieties. 


To prepare the berry for the market 


select your swamp, ditch it thoroughly 
so the water will run off freely and 
quickly, mow and burn the brush, cut 
and carry off the turf, dig out the roots 
grade the surface to as near the 
water level as the eye can tell, plant 
the vines in May, and if you are among 
the fortunate ones you will be on the 
market with a crop in three years. 
The cost of this varies from three to six 
hundred dollars an acre.

giu with, aud although the sprinkliflg 
of Dutch offlcero at the Cape did their 
best to preserve the language of the 
Netherlands they could uot prevent 
the dialect of the settlers from still 
further degenerating into a mere collo- 
quial patois. 
Its degeneration was 


doubtless largely brought about by do- 
mestic servants and slaves—Hotten- 
tots, Malays and Mozambique Kailirs— 
who spoke it very imperfectly aud in- 
troduced into it many strange words 
and Idioms. This, then, is the genesis 


what is variously known as "Cape 


Dutch," "Kitchen Dutch," "Patriot 
Dutch," "Afrikaans" aud "Afrikander 
Taal." Its basis is Dutch, but the 
nouns have lost their declensions and 
the verbs their conjugations, while 
grammatical gender and syntax gener- 
ally have gone by the board. To the 
educated Hollander of today it is a lit- 
erary atrocity, and he cannot away 
with it, but to the Afrikander it Is his 
mother tongue, the lauguage of his 
homo and his childhood, the exponent 
of all that he knows of humor and 
pathos. It is full of expressive Idioms, 
pithy proverbs ami pawky expressions, 
like those so dear to the lowland Scot, 
and yet It is not a language, for it has 
no literature. 


The second of the three Dutch lan- 


guages referred to might be called "ec- 
clesiastical Dutch," or, It' you like, Af- 
rican Dutch. It is the language of Hol- 
land as that language was written 
about 200 years ago. It is the language 
of the Dutch Bible and very much re- 
sembles our own authorized version in 
Its simplicity and directness of style. 
It is the language of the Dutch psalm 
and Gesaug books and of the devotion- 


I works of old Dutch divines, which 
make up the balance of the Dutch 
armors' literature. In it are also writ- 
en many tracts and a few devotional 
vorks by living ministers of the Dutch 
Leformed church. To the Boer wherov- 
r you find him it Is the language of 
ils church and of his religion. This Is 
he Dutch language which the leaders 
if the Dutch Afrikander party are de- 
ermiued to preserve. It is never spo- 
ken by Afrikanders among themselves, 
lowever, and It is never written gram- 
matically by them In their correspond- 
ence. The Boer has no fear that his 
'Huls-taal," Cape Dutch, will die out, 
but fears that his children will forget 
or neglect to learn the language of his 
church and of his forefathers. 


The third Dutch language might be 


called modern literary or "high Dutch" 
—that is, the language written and 
spoken by educated Hollanders of to- 
day. It is tloriil, involved in construc- 
tion and very artilici.il in style as com- 
pared with the language of the Dutch 
Bible. 
Its 
pronunciation 
has 
also 


changed considerably in the interval, 
and even an educated Dutch speaking 
Afrikander listening to a voluble Hol- 
lander can hardly make head or tail 
of what he is saying.—Scotsman.

A pound was set apart for au 
annual sermon, the text to be taken 
from the lifth chapter of St. John aud 
the twenty-seventh verse. lie also left 
enough to buy twelve penny loaves for 
twelve poor people of the parish who 
attended a sermon every Friday In the 
parish church. But he expected more 
for his pound thmi the annual sermon, 
for before or after the sermou the min- 
ister had to speud an hour examining 
or Instructing the poor people In the 
Christian doctrine. 


The most generous donor of the 


preacher was Jauies Wood, who^hought 
a sermon in St. Nicholas-Cole-Abbey 
was worth £1 10s. every alternate year. 
In 1G20 he bequeathed to the Company 
of Bowyers a sum to enable them, 
among other things, to repair to the 
parish church named, after they had 
sworn In their wardens and master ev- 
ery second year, there to hear a ser- 
mou and pay the parson £1 10s. and 
the clerk and sexton Is. 5d. each. Iu 
the parish of St. Michael Basslshaw 
one Edward Heylln In the eighteenth 
century left money the interest on 
which was to be applied to purchasing 
two sixpenny loaves each Sunday for 
two poor men or women who should at- 
tend divine service.— London News.

Concerning Supreme Judges. 


The Tribune is in receipt of a cir- 


cular from from A. L, Sanborn, Chair- 
man of the courts committee, State 
Bar association, which explains it- 
self and is given iti full below. 


Madison, March 21, 1903. 


To the Editor: 


"At the coming spring election a vote 


will be taken on the amendment to 
the constitution increasing the judges 
of the supreme court from live to 
seven. 


The court has for years been over- 


burdened with the work, 
Four times 


in the last ten -years it has happened 
that one of the justices was for a long 
time incapacitated, leaving only four 
to do all the work. 


The experience of other states may 


properly be referred to. There is no 
state in which the judges are required 
to do anything like the same amount 
of work. 
Twenty-four states have 


more judges than Wisconsin. Eleven 
of these are smaller than Wisconsin. 


Unless the people shall give relief 


by approving tins amendment, one 
of two things will happen: the court 
will get behind in its work, or its 
quantity will suffer. 


Every state with an equal or great- 


er population than Wisconsin has a 
larger number of appellate judges. 


The 
proposed 
amendment was 


adopted 
without opposition b.y the 


legislature of 1901, and again by the 
legisla'ure of 1903 without a single 
dissenting vote. The two legislatures 
understood the situation and acted 
upon it, and their judgment should 
be entitled to respect. 


Will you not support the adoption 


of this amendment in your coining? 
By so doing we believe the public in- 
terest will be promoted." 


The above is somewhat of a reve- 


lation to the Tribune man. We had 
always supposed the position of the 
j udge of the supreme court was a gilt- 
edged snap. 
That there was about 


six months of the year when the in 
cnmbent could play marbles, go fish 
in'g or sit in the sun and whittle, 
but it seems that we were mistaken. 
In view of these facts, however, it can 
hardly be expected that would either 
support or condemn the amendment

A poor man marries within 
his caste and then lights his way up 
out of it hampered at every step by a 
wife who will neither KO with him nor 
let ulm KO nlone. The ordinary method 
In such cases Is to make the wife die 
of some picturesque disorder, to the 
accompaniment of slow music, but Grn- 
lium West simply wrenches the two 
apart and leaves the reader to pity the 
woman If he can. 


Of course the book can't sell on the 


strength of such a story ns that. Its 
popularity rests, as all at;ree, upon the 
study of Hie charactei- of John Smith. 
Tho wife is drawn with equal distinct- 
ness, but wain a cold blooded condem- 
nation Hint shocks a chivalrous reader. 
It is easy to see that the aulh'.n-'s sym- 
pathies were entirely with Hie hus- 
band. John Smith lives and breathes. 
You cannot help feeling that the au- 
thor must have known and loved Hie 
man, 
must have painted him Just as he 


found him, must have watched with 
tbrobbliiK heart that struggle, up the 
rugged road of life. 


I do not purpose to express an opin- 


ion upon the moral tone of the story or 
to estimate Us artistic value. I merely 
wish to answer lliose who nrc saying 
that Gnilmm West stands for nothing 
but good luck; Hint he found fame 
ready made when lie chanced to meet 
the 
111 nn who In the novel is called 


Jolra Smith. Such persons do not know 
what character study Is or what It 
costs. I fancy thoy are of the sort that 
spend an evening with a ward de- 
tective and pose forever afterward ns 
experts) in criminology. Graham West 
is different. 
When he makes up hia 


mind to study life In a certain locality, 
he goes there to live, lie was a regular 
denizen of the east side of New York 
in the days when he was tilting himself 
to write "John Smith," though his in- 
come v/oiild have permitted him to live 
on the avenue. 


I first met the original of the now 


famous character about two years ago. 
West was already deeply interested in 
him anil was hiding him from most of 
the authors whom he knew, ns a 
schoolboy hides a cake. But he did not 
fear me, for he knew that 1 regarded 
the problem of human character as en- 
tirely insoluble and the study of it as 
absurdly unnecessary to a writer. 


Of course the man's name is not 


Smith, but I shall follow my friend's 
lend iu that, matter. West and I dined 
together one evening, and then he pilot- 
ed me to a saloon where, in a HI Lie 
back room, we found seats at a table 
ami were presently joined by Smilh. 
West's description fits him to the life: 


"He was a man incapable of rest, 


either in body or mind. When he was 
seated, he always advanced one foot, 
which trembled on the lloor as if he 
longed to take another step forward. 


It was nt this point that wo eucoun- i 


tered Mrs. Smith. Evidently in order 
to get Into the employ of :niutlier elec- 
tric llj-'htliiK company Smith would 
have to leave tin- city. His circum- 
stances would not permit of his taking 
his wife with liim on ;i tour of the 
country, and she refused to lie left be- 
hind. Naturally II mount a considera- 
ble sacrifice for her. She would be 
obliged lo support herself an.l their 
child for an Interval, and she had not 
done any work since her marriage ex- 
cept In the way of household affairs. 


"She wants me lo take any job that 


I can £Ct." said Smilh. "and settle 
down to the life of :t (lay laborer. It 
looks as If 1 would have to (lo It. I 
can't yet make a living by writing, or 
at best 1 can't save a penny. 1 can't 
leave her, 1 can't take her away with 
me, mid to stay here Is ruin. 
Who 


knows how many years I may plod on 
before another Inspiration comes to 
me? ISeMdes, as I've told Mr. West, I 
have n few debts, contracted while I've 
been oul of work. I won't run awny 
uud leave them unpaid."

The oyster at the commencement of 


its career is so small Unit '-UHM.OOO 
would only occupy a square inch. In 
six: moulhs each Individual oyster Is 
large euough lo cover a silver half dol- 
lar. 
The oyster is its own architect, 


and the shell grows as the fish Inside 
grows, beiug never loo small. 


It also bears Ua age upon its back, 


and it is as easy to tell the age of an 
oyster by looking at its shell as it is 
that of horses by looking at their teeth. 


livery one who has handled an oyster 


shell must have noticed the successive 
layers overlapping each other. 
These 


arc technically nauicil shots, and each 
one marks a year's growlh, so that by 
countlng them the ago of the oyster 
can be determined. t:p to the time of 
its maturity—that is. when four years 
of age—the shots are regular and suc- 
cessive, but after that lime they be- 
come irregular and are piled one upon 
another, so that 
the shell becomes 


bulky and thickened. 


Fossil oysters 
have been seen of 


which each shell was nine inches thick, 
whence they may be guessed lo be 
more than !)00 years old.

when brought out by varnishing. 


They learned IIP tell the dynasty of 


the pieces of wood by touching them. 
They weighed them, they struck them 
and listened lo judge how fast or how 
slow or how rcsonaniiy they would 
vibrate in answer to strings. 
Some 


portions of the wood must be porous 
and soft, some close of liber. Just the 
right beam was hard to find. When 
found, it can be traced all through the 
violins of some great master and after 
bis death in some of his pupils. 


The piece of wood was taken' home 


and seasoned, dried In the hot Brescia 
and Cremona sun. The house of Strad- 
Ivarius, the great master of all, is de- 
scribed as having been us hot as an 
oven. 
The wood was there soaked 


through and through with sunshine. 
Iu this great heat the oils-thinned and 
simmered slowly ami penetrated far 
into the wood unlil the vnrnish became 
a part of the wood itself. 


The old violin makers used to save 


every bit of lhe wood when they found 
what (hey likeil to mend and patch nud 
Inlay with it. So vibrant ami so reso- 
nant Is the wood of good old violins 
that they murmur and echo aud sing iu 
answer lo nuy sound where a number 
of them bang together on the wall, as 
if rehearsing the old music that they 
ouce knew.

WILL DISTRIBUTE VINES' 


Cranberry Association 
"Will Send 


From Station. 


A meeting- of the executive com- 


mittee of the Wisconsin State Cran- 
berry 
Association was held at the 


office of Judge Gaynor on Sunday, 
March 226, for the purpose of decid- 
ing- ort the method of distributing the 
cranberry 
vines 
that 
have 
been 


raised at the experimental 
station 


during- the past few years. 


The vines at the station have all 


-been cultivated with a view to de- 
yeloping some peculiar or remarkable 
characteristic of value to those en- 
g-aged in the raising- 
of the fruit. 


These peculiarities 
have all 
been 


closely watched and noted, so that all 
of the vines sent out will carry with 
them 
a full history 
of their good 


points for the information of those 
receiving- the vines. 


At the meeting- of the 
committee 


it was decided to charge at the rate 
of 25c per pound for these vines, which 
is for the purpose of paying- the cost 
of gathering- and packing the vines 
for 
shipment. 
The small 
pack- 


ages of four pounds or less will be 
sent by mail. It is figured that four 
pounds of vines will plant a section 
containing- five square 
rods, 
from 


which space it would soon be possible 
to obtain quite an amount of 
the 


vines. The matter will be advertised 
among- Wisconsin growers, who are 
desired to get in their requests for 
vines as soon as possible and after 
all have been heard from, should the 
requests for vines exceed the amount 
possessed by the experimental station 
the vines will be divided in propor- 
tion to the amount each person orders. 
Those ordering- vines will be required 
to send the money with their order 
so as to avoid any trouble that the 
association might encounter in col- 
lecting for the vines.

CRANBERRIES IN ALASKA. 


A Call for Wisconsin Vines to Experiment 


With. 


Last week W. H. Fitch received a 
letter from C. C. Georgeson, who has 
charge of the United States Agri- 
cultural Experimental 
station 
in. 


Alaska askiner for two hundred rooted 
cranberry vines to be used for ex- 
perimental purposes at the station at 
Sitka. Just what line will be pursued, 
in. the experiments was not stated in 
the letter, Mr. Georgeson simply stat- 
ing- that he had decided to carry on 
some experiments with the eastern 
berries in that country. 


In view of the fact that yery often, 


the berries are killed by frost in Wis- 
consin 
before they have reached 


maturity, one wovld not expect to 
find them growing- in so cold a country 
as Alaska is generally suposed to be. 
However, they do grow there, and 
there are varieties at the experi- 
mental station at Cranmoor that 
came from Alaska. 


Mr. Georgeson was informed that 


the vines would be shipped him by 
the first of May, and men who are in- 
terested in cranberry culture will 
await with interest the outcome of 
the experiment.

How to F*e«l Them and Care Tbelr 


Pnss should be fed regularly. Don't 


thiuk because your cat happens to be 
a good mouser or ratter that, there- 
fore, you cau dispense with giving it 
regular meals. On tlie contrary, such 
a course is quite apt to spoil the cat's 
hunting 
propensities. 
Puss 
seldom 


pursues mice for the purpose of food, 
but almost invariably for the sport that 
the chase affords, and although if it be 
hungry it will generally devour its 
prey, yet it never enjoys such food, 
and hence it is cruel to make it rely on 
it for its meal. 


Puss is a good deal of an epicure, and 


you should satisfy its peculiar tastes 
as far as possible, says a, writer in the 
New York Press. To treat a cat really 
well a regular diet should be followed. 
Two meals a day are quite sufficient, 
but they must be substantial. 


When your cat is ill. you ought to 


doctor it. 
Most cat owners seem to 


think the illnesses of animals are of a 
different nature altogether from those 
of human beings and that while those 
of man require all binds of drugs and 
medicines yet those of cats will cure 
themselves. 
Cats frequently contract 


sore throat, bronchitis, pneumonia, con- 
sumption, diphtheria and typhoid fever, 
and you don't have to be a veterinary 
surgeon to detect the symptoms of such 
diseases. 


A rough, untidy coat, accompanied 


by unusual restlessness, is a pretty 
sure indication that there's something 
Avrong in the feline's physical arrange- 
ment, 
and 
precautionary 
measures 


should be immediately taken. 
A dose 


of castor oil is as effective in the case 
of cats as it is in that of human beings 
to ward off these complaints and is 
much easier administered. 


Cod liver oil is not only relished by 


nearly every kind of cat, but is, of 
course, nourishing and should be liber- 
ally given in the winter months, when 
natural warmth must be preserved. A 
little sulphur mixed with the food or 
spread upon the animal's paws is an 
effective preventive of summer com- 
plaints. 


To administer most medicine with a 


minimum amount of danger of receiv- 
ing scratches the feline should be roll- 
ed in a sheet, with its feet comfortably 
pressed to its body, and its mouth can 
then be forced and kept open while the 
medicine is administered.

WORK OF THE GOOD ROADS TRAIN 


IN THE WEST. 


How to Care For Brushes. 


The care of good brushes—and by 


this is not meant simply those with 
costly backs, but first those of good 
bristles — is not always understood. 
When the brushes are kept in an open 
tray, it is a good plan to provide a lit- 
tle case made of water color paper to 
slip over the bristles of each brush. A 
similar one of common wrapping pa- 
per is useful to cover a silver backed 
brush when the metal needs polishing. 


Some Points on the Counts-action of 


Macadam and IMrt Hi£rhwn.y«—Plan* 
of tlie National Atutociation For 
Better Roads. 
It is many years since the United 


States government has bothered with 
the making of roads. Years ago, when 
Henry Clay lived, he was a great 
friend of good roads. Through his in- 
tervention the government built the 
national road from 'Cumberland, Md., 
almost to St. Louis. 


Since then the building of railroads 


has caused wagon roads to receive less 
attention. Their day, however, is com- 
ing, thanks to the automobile and the 
rural mail delivery system. The trou- 
ble is that while many communities de- 
sire good roads few know how to build 
them. 


That was why a good roads train 


traveled from Chicago to San Fran- 
cisco, giving lessons in roadbuilding, 
says a writer in the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch. Stops of a week were made 
at many points and conventions held, 
which were attended by local and state 
officials. At the conventions the build- 
ing of good roads was emphasized, and 
associations for the building of good 
roads were formed. 
Much time was 


devoted to building roads and explain- 
ing the manner of building. A section 
of road was taken and drained. Part 
of it was built with one material and 
part with another in order that those 
interested might see the way of work- 
ing with each. This plan was contin- 
ued throughout the trip. 


In speaking of good roads recently 


United States Highway Commissioner 
Ilichardsou said he considered macad- 
am roads the best and told how they 
should be built, as follows: 


"First you must have your road 


rolled and graded so that it is dry and 
firm. On the foundation you must, put 
a layer of cnished stone about two and 
one-half inches in diameter. This layer 
must be five inches deep. After it has 
been spread over the ground it must be 
rolled. If the rock used contains no ad- 
hesive properties, clay or some other 
substance must be thrown over it be- 
fore it is rolled so that its particles 
may hold together. When the rolling 
process is over, rock about two inches 
in diameter must be spread on top to 
the depth of four iiiclic«. This must be 
rolled also. Then comes the finishing 
touch—a layer of hard, durable rnate- 
rial winch will cement and bind *as 
does the icing on a layer cake.

Another is to abolish the system of 


working out road tax. In some states 
men who do not desire to pay road tax 
are permitted to contribute the labor of 
themselves and their learns instead. 
The National (rood Iloads association 
favors the building of road? under the 
direction of practical engineers and 
men trained in the science of road- 
building. 


The association contends that the ap- 


propriation for the building of roads 
should be as great as that for the de- 
velopment of rivers and harbors. Many 
of our citizens obtain no advantage 
from the rivers and harbors, while they 
ftre compelled to use roads all the 
time—roads, too, the association state?, 
that are mud in winter and dust in 
summer. The association favors the 
building of a national thoroughfare 
across the country at the expense of 
the government, with the understand- 
ing that the lateral roadways be built 
at the expense of the state. 


The township high school, the rural 


mall delivery system and the automo- 
bile are looked upon by Ihe association 
as the most potent factors in the gain- 
ing of good ronds. Children must have 
good ronds or they cannot go to school; 
good roads must be built for the mail 
carriers or T'ncle Sam won't let them 
deliver tlie mail; automobile owners 
must have good roads or they will get 
after {ho legislators. If the legislators 
nre got after, then good roads are sure 
fo conic.

A Cranberry Town. 


While there are other towns hi Ply- 


mouth and B&rnstable counties; in 
New Jersey, Wisconsin and Oregxm 
where cranberries are raised to a great 
extent, no other town can show in its 
industrial sife, its assessors' statistics 
and its natural soil and climate con- 
ditions, so close a relation with the 
little red berry as the town of Carver. 
Statistics gathered in 1899 demon- 
strated that Carver produced about 
one-fifth of the total crop of America, 
and the increase in acreage in the last 
three years will doubtless hold the 
ratio. 
The science of cranberry 
culture 


and the development of the market is 
a modern achievement. 
One active 


buyer in the field last season has been 
in the business from the start, and, 
judging- by his agility, he is likely to 
follow the trade many years to come. 


Pioneer Cranberry Man. 


In 1857 Cromwell Washburn of Ware- 
ham became a pioneer cranberry mer- 
chant by buj'ing heavily of the farmers 
who had gathered the berries in their 
natural state, but being ahead of the 
times, like all pioneers, Mr. Wash- 
bourn found himself 
with a white 


elephant on his hands, and while he 
had full confidence in the cranberry as 
a marketable fruit, it was several 
years before the market would take 
cranberries readily. 
Following this data for two decades 
the wild berries went upon the mar- 
kets of Boston and New York in con- 
stantly increasing quantities, until 
they became a stable product eagerly 
sought after by commission houses and 
merchants. The Western market is a 
more recent development. 


When Cultivation Began. 


The cultivation of the berry on a 


large scale was begun about iS78 by 
the 
late 
George P. Bowers. 
Mr. 


Bower was a bold operator in the 
-business world, spending the greater 
part of his life in the iron industries, 
having established plants in Roxbury 
(now the Highland Foundrycatnpany) 
and in Woburn. With the decline of 
the iron trade following the depression 
of 1893, Mr. Bowers looked for other 
avenues for his energies, and having a 
trout pond in the southeast section of 
Carver and several acres of swamp 
land, which were considered practi- 
cally worthless, he conceived the idea 
of experimenting with the culture of 
cranberries. 


As might have been expected his 


friends looked upon the idea as vis- 
ionarv^as that of simply burying his 
capital in the mud—but he succeeded 
in interesting

change. One well-know grower in 
town reports 11 per cent, dividends in 
five successive years. It is nothing 
unusual for a bog to pay 30, 40 or 50 per 
cent, and the bog that does not pay 10 
per cent, is a poor piece of property. 
These fancy dividends only come 


vrheri everything is favorable, 
and 
growers say it is not advisable for the 
investor to go blindfolded, because there 
are so many obstacles to contend with. 
A long spell of dry, hot sun may ruin 
the crop by scalding the blossom or 
bud, or even the fruit after it is ma- 
tured. Frequently the bud which de- 
velops in the fall is winter killed.

BOER LANGUAGES. 


The Different Klndn ot Dutch Spoken 


In South Africa. 


It seems a strange thing to say, but 


there are three Dutch languages in 
South Africa. The earliest Dutch set- 
tlers at the Cape were largely Dutch 
sailors and others belonging to the low- 
er orders of Amsterdam, Rotterdam 
and other Dutch seaports. Their lan- 
guage was a low Dutch dialect to be- 
gin with, and although the sprinkling 
of Dutch officers at the Cape did their 
best to preserve the language of the 
Netherlands they could not prevent 
the dialect of the settlers from still 
further degenerating into a mere collo- 
quial patois. 
Its degeneration was 


doubtless largely brought about by do- 
mestic servants and slaves—Hotten- 
tots, Malays and Mozambique Kaffirs— 
who spoke it very imperfectly and in- 
troduced into it many strange words 
and idioms. This, then, is the genesis 
of what is variously known as ''Cape 
Dutch," "Kitchen 
Dutch," "Patriot 


Dutch," "Afrikaans" and "Afrikander 
Taal." Its basis is Dutch, but the 
nouns have lost their declensions and. 
the verbs their conjugations, while 
grammatical gender and syntax gener- 
ally have gone by the board. To the 
educated Hollander of today it is a lit- 
erary atrocity, and he cannot away 
with it, but to the Afrikander it is his 
mother tongue, the language of his 
home and his childhood, the exponent 
of all that he knows of humor and 
pathos. It is full of expressive idioms, 
pithy proverbs and pawky expressions, 
like those so dear to the lowland Scot, 
and yet it is not a language, for it has 
no literature. 


The second of the three Dutch lan- 


guages referred to might be called "ec- 
clesiastical Dutch," or, if you like, Af- 
rican Dutch. It is the language of Hol- 
land as that language was written 
about 200 years ago. It is the language 
of the Dutch Bible and very much re- 
sembles our own authorized version in 
its simplicity and directness of style. 
It is the language of the Dutch psalm 
and Gesang books and of the devotion- 
al -works of old Dutch divines, -which 
make tip the balance of the Dutch 
farmers' literature. In it are also writ- 
ten many tracts and a few devotional 
works by living- ministers of the Dutch 
Reformed church. To the Boer wherev- 
er you find him it is the language of 
Ms church and of his religion. This is 
the Dutch language which the leaders 
UCciCt:

QUAiNT LONDON LEGACIES. 


Some of Them Shovr th* Old Tt*»» 


E»tlmute of Sermon*. 


Some curious glimpses into the life 


of old London are afforded by the re- 
ports made in the charity commission 
on the endowed charities in the county 
of London. For instance, in the re- 
ports dealing with the city parishes 
we have an estimate of the value set 
on sermons by city men in olden times. 
That estimate varied from 5 shilling* 
to £1 10s. 
One Thomas Bright had 


left a bequest for a sermon to be preach- 
ed on the 5th of November every time 
it fell on a Sunday, the minister to get 
13s. 4d., the clerk 3s. 4d. and the sexton 
Is. 4d. But David Gittin had a more 
modest idea of the value of a sermon 
in the same parish. He required two 
sermons for 10 shillings, one to be 
preached on the second Sunday in Ad- 
vent and the other on the second Sun- 
day in Lent. The reader got 2 shil- 
lings, the churchwarden 2s. Sd. and 
the poor sexton fourpence for each oc- 
casion. John Ireland thought 13s. 4<L 
enough for two sermons. 


In 1GGO John Winn left a curious be- 


quest to the parish of St. Bennet, Paul's 
Wharf. A pound was set apart for an 
annual sermon, the text to be taken 
from the fifth chapter of St. John and 
the twenty-seventh verse. He also left 
enough to buy twelve penny loaves for 
twelve poor people of the parish who 
attended a sermon every Friday in the 
parish church. But he expected more 
for his pound than the annual sermon, 
for before or after the sermon the min- 
ister had to spend an hour examining 
or instructing the poor people in the 
Christian doctrine. 


The most generous donor of the 


preacher was James Wood, who bought 
a sermon in St. Xicholas-Cole-Abbey 
-was worth £110s. every alternate year. 
In 1625 he bequeathed to the Company 
of Bowyers a sum to enable them, 
among other things, to repair to the 
parish church named, after they had 
sworn in their wardens arid master ev- 
ery second year, there to hear a ser- 
mon and pay the parson £1 10s. and 
the clerk and sexton Is. 5d. each. In 
the parish of St. Michael Bassishaw 
one Edward Heylin in the eighteenth 
century left money the interest on 
which was to be applied to purchasing- 
two sixpenny loaves each Sunday for 
two poor men or women who should at- 
tend divine service.—London Xews.

Concerning Supreme Judges. 


The Tribune is in receipt of a cir- 


cular from from A. L,, Sanborn, Chair- 
man of the courts committee, State 
Bar association, 
which explains it- 


self and is g-iven in full below: 


Madison, March 21, 1903. 


To the Editor: 
"At the coming" spring' election a vote 


will be taken on the amendment to 
the constitution increasing- the judges 
of the supreme court from five to 
seven. 
The court has for years been over- 


burdened with the work. 
Four times 


in the last ten -years it has happened 
that one of the justices was for a long- 
time incapacitated, leaving- only four 
to do all the work. 


The experience of other states may 


properly be referred to. There is no 
state in which the judges are required 
to do anything like the same amount 
of work". 
Twenty-four states have 


more judges than Wisconsin. Eleven 
of these are smaller than Wisconsin. 


Unless the people shall give relief 


by approving- this amendment, one 
of two things will happen: the court 
will get behind in its work, or its 
quanlity will suffer. 


Every state with an equal or great- 


er population than Wisconsin has a 
larger number of appellate judg-es. 


The 
proposed 
amendment was 


adopted 
-without opposition b.y the 


legislature of 1901, and again by the 
legislature of 1903 without a single 
dissenting vote. The two legislatures 
understood the situation and acted 
upon it, and their judg-ment should 
be entitled to respect. 


Will you not support the adoption 


of this amendment in your colums? 
By so doing- -we believe the public in- 
terest will be promoted." 


The above is somewhat of a reve- 


lation to the Tribune man. We had 
always supposed the position of the 
j ndg-e of the supreme court was a gilt- 
edg-ed snap. 
That there was about 


six months of the year when the in- 
cumbent could play marbles, go fish- 
in'g- or sit in the sun 
and whittle, 


but it seems that we were mistaken. 
In view of these facts, however, it can 
hardly be expected that would either 
support or condemn the amendment, 
and as a consequence the people of 
Wisconsin will have to decide the mat-

of the great problems of the day, 
but this is one entirely out of our 
jurisdiction.

place j 


among the numerous romances 
from the tenements that have 


appeared during- the lust three years. 
The critics have treated the book better 
than others of its class, and its sales 
have far surpassed the record of any 
rival. Why has it achieved so great 
success? I am going to answer that 
question by telling a story of the au- 
thor. 


A good many people told me when 


the book first appeared that the title 
would kill it. The title couldn't be 
•worse, I'll admit. Others said that the 
plot was trite. So it is and distressing- 
ly simple. A poor man marries within 
his caste and then fights his way up 
out of it, hampered at every step by a 
•wife who will neither go with him nor 
let him go alone. The ordinary method 
In such cases is to make the wife die 
of some picturesque disorder, to the 
accompaniment of slow music, but Gra- 
ham West simply wrenches the two 
apart and leaves the reader to pity the 
•woman if he can. 


Of course the book can't sell on the 


strength of such a story as that. Its 
popularity rests, as all agree, upon the 
study of the character of John Smith. 
The wife is drawn with equal distinct- 
ness, but wath a cold blooded condem- 
nation that shocks a chivalrous reader. 
It is easy to see that the author's sym- 
pathies were entirely with the hus- 
band. John Smith lives and breathes. 
Tou cannot help feeling that the au- 
thor must have known and loved the 
man, must have painted him just as he 
found him, must have watched with 
throbbing heart that struggle up the 
rugged road of life. 


I do not purpose to express an opin- 


ion upon the moral tone of the story or 
to estimate its artistic value. I merely 
wish to answer those who are saying 
that Graham West stands for nothing 
but good luck; that he found fame 
ready made when he chanced to meet 
the man who in the novel is called 
John Smith. Such persons do not know 
•what character study is or what it 
costs. I fancy they are of the sort that 
spend an evening with a ward de- 
tective and pose forever afterward as 
experts in criminology. Graham West 
is different. 
When he makes up his 


mind to study life in a certain locality, 
he goes there to live. He was a regular 
denizen of the east side of New York 
in the days when he was fitting himself 
to write "John Smith," though his in- 
come would have permitted him to live 
•on the avenue. 


I first met the original of the now 


famous character about two years ago. 
West was already deeply interested in 
Mm and was hiding him from most of 
the 
authors 
whom 
he knew, as a 


schoolboy hides a cake. But he did not 
fear me, for he knew that I regarded 
the problem, of human character as en- 
tirely insoluble and the study of it a 
absurdly unnecessary to u writer. 


Of course the man's name is not 


Smith, but I shall follow my friend's 
lend in that matter. West and I dined 
together one evening, and then he pilot- 
ed me to u saloon where, in a little 
back room, wo found seats ut a table 
and were presently joined by Smith. 
West's description fits him to the life: 


"He was a man incapable of rest, 


either in body or mind. When he wa 
seated, he always advanced one foot, 
which trembled on the lloor as if he 
longed to take another step forward. 
His right hand quivered with cagernes, 
for the work that it would do. * * 
: 


He had pale yellow hair that started up 
in a little, overhanging wave from hb 
broad and hiirh fun-head, a wave that 
shook along its curling crest when hi* 
thought was deepest, as if a spirit 
bendintr above him, breathed upon him 
Such restless em-rgy should have worn 
him thin, yet his, well molded figure 
showed no sign of exhaustion, and his 
face VV-.MS 1V.11 in the cheeks, though it 
was always pale " 


I could see thai Smith regarded his. 


inlets u-\v with me as of consideni 
importance. 
I was the first of West's 


friends whom he had met, and lie nat- 
urally wished to make a good impres 
s-ion. It is hard for any one 10 do that 
who has V> lalk about himself most of 
the time, but there seemed to be no al 
tentative in thi« i-;ise. 
lie was undo 


niably the principal object of interest 


It appeared that he had been em- 


ployed in a very humble capacity bj 
an electric lighting company, but had 
beau discharged. lie told me this with 
perfect frankness, appealing, however, 
with ii rapid glance of the eye to West 
as witness that he had not been to 
blame. He had got an idea for an in- 
vention and had incautiously taken it 
directly to the superintendent of the 
works, who had tried to buy it for a 
few dollars and, failing in that, had 
immediately 
discharged 
Smith.

course Smith was almost fatally ham- 
pered in his attempt to go on with his 
inventive work by the loss of his op- 
portunity to observe and study electric- 
al machinery In action. He had tried to 
obtain another position similar to that 
which he had held, but the man whom 
he had offended was sufficiently Influ- 
ential to prevent It.

"She wants me to take any job that 
can get." 
said Smith, "and settle 


down to the life of a day laborer. It 
looks as if I would have to do it. I 
can't yet make a living by writing, or 
at best I can't save a penny. I can't 
leave her, I can't take her away with 
me, and to stay here is ruin. Who 
[mows how many years I may plod on 
before another inspiration comes to 
me? Besides, as I've told Mr. West, I 
tiave a few debts, contracted while I've 
been out of work. I won't run away 
and leave them unpaid.". 


In the face of such a situation I was 


powerless to adviser I never could 
guess a riddle or solve a single one of 


Smith disclosed to me the nature of liis 
discovery. 


the problems of existence. One by one 
I had given them all up, either on my 
own account or another's. However, 
when we had parted from Smith in the 
small hours of the morning I ventured 
to ask why West did not lend Smith 
enough money to keep him going while 
he gave the invention a trial. 


"If I do that," he replied, "Smith will 


leave the city, and then I can't study 
him any more. I tell you he's a great 
character,

of him. Of course I know him well 
enough now to be sure that he is a man 
of remarkable ability and of the high- 
est principle, but 1 must wait to see 
how he will meet the great question 
which his unfortunate marriage has 
thrust into his life.

"In view of the unusual circum- 


stances," said I. "would it be loo great 
an intrusion if you should go to her and

"I've been to see her." he answered, 


"and it was utterly useless. She has 
that instinctive \iolent distrust which 
characterizes the uneducated. Mentally 
and morally she is a mere jellyfish, but 
it is wonderful what a terrible burden 
such an inconsiderable creature can be 
to the man who marries her." 


Smith bad fascinated mo scarcely less 


than West, and I took advantage of ev- 
ery opportunity of meeting Imr,. 
We 


three spent half a dozen evenings in 
the little back room of the saloon dur- 
ing the next fortnight.

I saw the look that 
West had described, but it faded pres- 
ently, and her face took on a much 
more amiable expression. She sent the 
girl out of the room. Then, turning to 
me with an air of one who has taken a 
great resolution, she said: 


"You're a friend of Mr. West. Well, 


I want you to ask him to let my hus- 
band alone. He ought to know that 
John can't afford such company. John 
has been out of work almost a year, 
and I've had to support the family by 
dressmaking—dressmaking down here 
where I can scarcely make money 
enough to pay that girl at the end of 
the week. And yet John goes and sits 
half the night with this Mr. West, 
drinking beer and paying for his share 
of it. And he's beginning to feel above 
honest work.

If there are, I wish he'd find one of 
them, and find it mighty quick." 


My hair began to stir at the roots. I 


tried to remember whether I had ever 
let Smith pay for my beer. 


"I understood," said I, ''that your 


husband was earning money by "writ- 
ing. 
Are not these clippings of articles 


that he has written?" 


I picked up two or three that lay on 


a table in the middle of the room. They 
were marked in pencil with the date on 
which they had been written, as was 
Smith's custom. The very first one I 
saw was a little thing which I hap- 
pened to know had been written by a 
member of the staff of the magazine in 
which it had appeared. 


I will spare the reader the remainder 


of my interview with Mrs. Smith. I 
gave her such assurances as I could 
and made my escape at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. Then I went to the office 
of the electric lighting company, al- 
ready referred to, where I learned that 
Smith had been discharged for incor- 
rigible lying. His great idea had been 
patented by somebody else about two 
years before and had been in use in the 
plant before Smith had come to work 
there. 


I found Smith that evening before he 


saw West and forced from him what 
would have been a confession if the 
man had been able to tell the truth. I 
was convinced that he had never writ- 
ten a line for publication. He owed 
West not .$50, but §350, but the student 
of character still held him for an honest 
man and expected to be repaid. 


I told Smith that if he borrowed any 


more money of West, or spent auy more 
of his wife's money in my presence, or 
failed to use his best endeavors to se- 
cure employment, I would expose him, 
and I think I made some impression 
upon him. 


But I did not disclose his iniquity to 


West, for I knew that to do it would be 
to destroy a great work of tiction al- 
ready far advanced. I wotild not have 
it on my literary conscience that 1 had 
cheated the world of such a character 
study as "John Smith," even in that 
early day, promised to be. 


No further explanation of the success 


of the book is needed. It is a great 
piece of realism because it was written 
by a man gifted by Providence with an 
entire inability to understand any per- 
son or anything as it exists in nature. 
Had he possessed that 
unfortunate 


power he "would have been a scientist, 
and nobody would have cared to read 
his writings.

How to Tell a. u Oyster's Acre. 


The oyster at the commencement of 


its career is so small that -.UOO.OOO 
would only o< cupy a square inch. 
In 


six months each individual oyster is 
large enough to cover a silver half dol- 
lar. 
The oyster is us own architect, 


and tbo shell grows as the lish inside 
grows, being never too small. 


It also bears its aue upon its back. 


and it is as easy to tell the age of an 
oyster by looking at its shell as it is 
that of horses by looking at their teeth. 


Every one who has handled an oyster 


shell must have noticed the successive 
layers overlapping each other. These 
are technically named shots, and each 
one marks a year's growth, so that by 
counting them the a ire of the oyster 
can be determined. 
l"p to the time of 


its maturity—that is, when four years 
of age—the shots are regular and suc- 
cessive, but after that time they be- 
come irregular and are piled one upon 
another, so that the shell becomes 
bulky and thickened. 


Fossil oysters have boon seon of 


which each shell was nine inches thick, 
whence they may be guessed to be 
more than SK)0 years old.

They have big, ugly heads 'and tails 
and ears like a mule's and a black 
stripe down the back; color, light bay, 
with white noses. They have line free 
action in trot and gallop and are four- 
teen to fifteen hands high, strong in 
the legs and heavy in the body. We 
were welcomed by the neighing of nu- 
merous wild horses to the land of the 
kiaug." Several herds kept circling 
round, the old stallions approaching in 
a quite threatening manner, snorting, 
squealing and kicking up their heels, 
while the mares and foals galloped off 
at a more respectful distance. There 
was a herd of kiangs which careered 
about our camp in a most objectiona- 
ble way, making the most fearful dis- 
turbances. We witnessed a battle roy- 
al between two stallions, which for 
ferocity and wicked fury surpassed any 
fight 1 have seen. 
Again and again 


the pair went at one another like ti- 
gers, biting and kicking and mauling, 
the blood flowing freely, while the fear- 
ful yells and roars they kept up were 
terrifying to hear. This went on for 
hours. The horrible roars and shriek- 
ings ma4e by the wild horse when 
fighting sound something like a noise 
between a donkey's bray and the 
squealing of a jackal, but far more ear 
piercing and discordant.

Tise Old Violin Makers and tlie Mate- 


rial They XTsedU 


Too great violin makers all lived 


within the compass of 150 years. They 
chose their wood from a few great tim- 
bers felled in tlie south Tyrol and 
floated down in rafts—pine arid maple, 
sycamore, pear and ash. They ex- 
amined these to find streaks and veins 
and 
freckles, 
valuable 
superficially 


•when brought out by varnishing. 


They learned to tell the dynasty of 


the pieces of wood by touching them. 
They weighed them, they struck them 
aiid listened to judge how fast or how 
slow or how resonantly they would 
vibrate in answer to string. 
Some 


portions of the wood must be porous 
and soft, some close of liber. Just the 
right beam was hard to find. When 
found, it can be traced all through the 
violins of some great master and after 
his death in some of Ins pupil-;. 


The piece of wood was taken home 


and seasoned, dried in the hot Brescia 
and Cremona sun. 
The house of i?trad- 


ivariu^. the great master of all, is de- 
scribed as having been as hot as an 
oven. 
The wood was there soaked 


through and through with s-unshine. 
In this sreat beat the oils thinned and 
simmered slowly and penetrated far 
into the wood until the varnish became 
a pan of the wood itself. 


Tlie old violin maker* used to save 


every bit of the wood when they found 
what they liked to mend and patch and 
inlay with it. So vibrant and so reso- 
nant i< the wood of good old violins 
that they munrmr and echo and sing in 
answer to any sound where a number 
of them hang together on the Avail, as 
if rehearsing the old music that they 
once knew.
